Town in State, 
Records Show 


Cicero, often pictured as the place 
where gunmer hold sway, stood out 
yesterday as the safest town in Illi- 
nois, according to mortality statistics 
issued by the state department of 
health. 

For the year 1927 Cicero's death 
rate was only 4.93 per 1,000 population, 
by far the lowest in the state. The 
stork, however, was lazy, the birth 
rate being but 6.91. Forest Park, with 
a death rate of 6.95, was second in the 
state, while, further upsetting tradi. 
tion, Herrin of “ bloody” Williamson 
county, came third with 9.06. In con- 
trast, the undertakers’ trade was best 
in the comparatively quiet country 
towns of Jacksonville, with a death 
rate of 35.77, Elgin, 21.72, and Lin- 
coln, 17.27. 

Higher Than Rest Here. 

Chicago's death rate—11.52 per 1,000 
population—was slightly higher than 
for downstate, which had a rate of 
11.18. The average for the entire 
state was 11.32. 

The stork, however, more than made 
up for the death toll in Chicago, bring- 
ing an average of 19.62 babies per 
1,000 population as compared to only 
17.28 in the rest of the state. He did 
even better in the suburban towns 
surrounding Chicago, especially Oak 
Park and Evanston, which apparently 
are raising more children than any 
other towns in the state. Oak Park's 
birth rate was 45.21 and Evanston’s 
39.89. Streato> came third from the 
standpoint of children born with 28.54, 
while Maywood and Forest Park were 
at the other end of the list with only 
10.46 and 5:46 respectively.

AND THE CHARYBDIS

mora) fervor. That was the program of fascism 
in its early days when it was in direct conflict 
“with communism in Italy and, in the main, is 
the program of fascism today. Prohibition is the 
soul of fascism. It discards as outworn the belief 
that the people can conduct the government. It 
insists that a government of the holy few shall 
dictate the private lives of all people. 
The essence of communism is equalitarianism. 
The communist is horrified at the thought of one 


. man having more wealth or goods than another.

The communist aims at equal division, and even 
if equal division results in ipdustrial stagnation, 
ihdividual starvation and ruin, he wi® have it. 


with its endorsements of candidates for congress 
and the state assembly, and once more it proves 
that-a league endorsement is a guarantee of oniy 
one thing, that the endorsee is officially, though 
not necessarily personally, dry. So far as other 
qualifications for office are concerned it means 
nothing, and in some cases rather less than 
nothing. 

The league omits endorsement of Frank L. 
Smith for the senatorship on this present occa- 
sion, though no reason is given for this sudden 
exhibition of rectitude and conscience. The league 
placed its endorsement on him in 1926, when the 
revelations concerning his acceptance of the util- 
ities contributions were still fresh, and refused 
to endorse an urgtainted man equally dry, saying 
that Smith had the better chance’ to win.

PANAMA, March 25.—Why don't 
we get Sandino? : 

Why was the-election law beaten in 
Nicaragua? 

What are we dotng there, anyway? 

Have we backed the wrong horse? 

These questions were fired at me by 
a Democratic congressman from New 
York state who is visiting Panama 
within a few hours after I had ar- 
rived here from Nicaragua. They fol- 
lowed other questions of a similar na- 
ture asked by Americans aboard the 
Venezuela, on which I traveled from 
Corinto to Panama. 

Why don’t we get Sandino? 

This outlawed leader has been an 
exile from his country for many years, 
‘having fled to Mexico after being 
charged with murder. He returned, 
and with a small band of revolution- 
ists attempted to join the Liberal 
cause, but Gen. Moncada refused to 


accept or to arm him. He armed him- 


self and played a part in the revolu- 


tion. 

When other unit commanders laid 
down their arms he indicated he would 
not disarm his band unless he was 
properly salved, and if money was 
forthcoming he would join the others 
in submission to the Liberal and Con- 
servative leaders. He wasn't salved. 
and he took to the hills. 

As long as the towns and villages 
were unoccupied by marines, Sandino 
was perfectly safe from attack there, 
for strict orders had been given U. 8. 
fliers not to fire upon or bomb any 
of the outlaw forces when such fire 
would endanger lives of noncombat 
ants. Time and again they located 
him in towns, but could not “cut 
loose.” When Sandino marched, he 
traveled under cover of an almost 
impenetrable jungle of the hills by 
day, or if forced to pass through 
planted areas, he went by night. 


Driven Into Jungle. 


The marines’ occupation of the en- 
tire inhabited district took a long 
time. Movement of supplies was im- 
possible until after the rains ceased 
in- November, and even during the dry 
season it is exceedingly difficult. Vil- 
lages were pleading frantically for 
marines months before it was possible 
to supply a force. 

Sandino is now driven out of the 
populated districts into the rugged, 
jungle covered hilis of the border re- 
gion. He is not in 4 position to do 
material damage, but he is still able 
to fight by ambushing small patrols. 
The end is certain. :

We responded to the prayers of a 
war-torn nation by giving them the 
best financial] advice and assistance 
we could, and within a few years we 
had placed the finances of the country 
on a firm basis.

In 1934 a coalition government, 
with a Conservative president and a 
Liberal vice president, was elected. In 
1925 we made our first serious blun-| 
der. The administration, heckled by 
Senator Borah, who demanded to know 
why the marines were in a peaceful 
country, responded by saying that 
their work was done and withdrew 
them in July of that year. Within a 
month Gen, Chamorro, leader of the 
Conservative party, had seized the gov- 
ernment through a coup d'état. 

The Conservative president, Carlos 
Solorzano, and the Liberal vice presi- 
dent, Dr. Sacasa, fled the country, as 
did severa]) Libera] deputies. To all 
intents and purposes Nicaragua was 
back where she was in the days of 
Zelaya. 

Liberals Begin Revolt. 

Gen. Chamorro seized the govern- 
ment despite the warning that he 
would not.be recognized by the United 
States. Almost immediately Liberal 
revolutionary leaders commenced to 
form an army in the east, under the 
leadership of Gen. Moncada. Its ac- 
tivities were directed by Sacaga from 
Guatemala. In August, 1926, Ameri- 
can bluejackets were landed at Blue 
fields to protect foreign lives and prop- 
erty against the revolutionists who 
were marching on the place. 

A truce was reached in November 
whereby Gen. Chamorro resigned, the 
Liberal deputies who had fied were 
permitted to return, and the legisila- 
ture chose Don Adolfo Diaz as presi- 
dent, in accord with the Nicaraguan

A little, knowledge is a dangerous 
thing in almost any field—medicine, 
phychology, the sciences. In fact, the 
more subtle &nd profound the sub- 
ject, the more dangerous a mere smat- 
tering may be. A little superficial in- 
formation, a patter of terminology, 
and some people are apt to feel that 
they have a working kriowledge upon 
which they can base all sorts of con- 
clusions, to a misleading and often 
dangerous finish. This is especially 
true in applying some of the new 
philosophies, the new peychologies, to 
children. 

Take, for instance, the use of psycho- 
analysis in interpreting our children’s 
actions. It is, as its name implies, the 
analyzing of the psyche or soul—a pro- 
found, a difficult, a supremely delicate 
task. Because of certain aspects of 
the science it has caught the public 
eye and to a certain extent been pop- 
ularized. People read a supperficial 
article or two, let it color their under- 
standing of their children, and go 
around feeling that some psycho-ana- 
lytic goblin will get them if they don’t 
watch out. 


Unless you are seriouslyy thought- 
fully studious about these subjects, it 
is safer for you to simply use your 
own common sense and your own first 
hand knowledge of human nature to 
solve the problems your children pre- 
sent.

Abple Stuffing. 


Mrs. Rasmussen writes me: “MY 
husband takes your paper, so I often 
read what you write. For this rea- 
son please let me straighten you out 
on the ‘Prune and Apple Stuffing.’ 
My husband is a full blooded Dane, 
American born. His parents came 
from Denmark and he says that this 
stuffing is a Danish dish and that his 
mother used to make it. Consequent- 
ly soon after we were married I had 
to learn from him how to make this 
Danish stuffing, and it, with the duck, 
is our favorite dish for Thanksgiving. 

“ Here it is: Equal parts of prunes, 
apples and bread crumbs is about 
right for a medium sized duck. I soak 
the prunes over night, then take out 
the seeds. Slice the apples about like 
you would for apple pie. Do not cook 
either apples or prunes, as they will 
cook in the duck. Mix apples, prunes, 
and bread crumbs, sprinkle a little 
salt over them, then pour enough milk 
over it to make it soft and juicy like 
any other dressing, and mix thorough- 
ly and stuff it in the duck. If too 
much, place the balance in the pan be- 
side the duck. 

“We do not put any fat or pork in 
with it, as the duck is always so fat 
and the stuffing absorbs enough fat 
from the duck to season it nicely. 
Keep plenty of water in the bottom 
of the roasting pan, and it will not 
burn, and when the duck is tender 
from roasting a sufficient length of 
time this dish is fit for a king to eat.” 

And Mrs. J. L. Torphy writes: 
was with great interest I read your 
recipe in today’s paper—‘ Prune and 
Apple Stuffing.’ I believe you will find 
this a Danish recipe—my mother al- 
ways used this stuffing for either duck 
or goose, and also for baked spareribs. 
For the latter she would get two sides 
that fit fairly well together, would 
stuff them with the apple and prune 
stuffing and hold them together by 
winding a string round and round. I 
have tried to make this stuffing, but 
it does not taste like mother’s.”
